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Pin for Permanent Wave Treatment 
Claim 

A pin for permanent wave treatment comprising: 

a flexible bar 4 which is made of a metal and on which a textile fabric covers, 

a flannel textile 2, 2' which is folded at the longitudinal center thereof and is 
fixed to the middle portion of the bar 4 at the folded portion thereof, and 

a pair of gauze 1,1' which are inserted in between the folded flannel textile 2, 



Description 

A treatment liquid in impregnated with a pair of gauze 1,1' and a flannel textile 
2, 2\ Then hairs 6 are inserted in between a pair of gauze 2, 2\ The hairs are 
successfully oriented in the same direction and rolled up due to (i) the wet gauze 1,1' 
and flannel textile 2, 2', and (ii) frictional force caused by rough surface of the gauze, 
as shown in Fig 1. Finally, each edge of the flexible bar 4 is folded inward so as to 
maintain the rolled-up state of the hairs. According to this embodiment, permanent 
wave treatment can be carried out very easily while the rolled-up state of the hairs 
shows good appearance. Further, permanent wave of hair can be maintained for a 
prolonged period of time since the treatment liquid is well applied to hairs due to tight 
wind of hairs with the gauze and flannel textile. 
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
